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Economic Highlights 

Most people believe that this country needs and 
will continue to need a large and up-to-the-minute 
Merchant Marine, in the interest of the national econ- 
omy and the national defense. Back in 1938 Con- 
gress passed the Merchant Marine Act, which wos 
designed to foster the" development of a merchant 
fleet second to none. A typical top-level observation 
was offered last year by President Eisenhower, in 
these words^ "America's industrial prosperity and 
military security both demand that we maintain a 
privately operated Merchant Marine adequate in 
size and of modern design to insure that our lines 
of supply for either peace or war will be safe. I 
consider the Merchant Marine to be our fourth arm 

for defense." 

Relatively few people, in alt probability, know 
how matters stand with the American Merchant 
Service today— or have much knowledge of the 
problems that surround it. An excellent brief re- 
sume of the situation is found in a booklet just 
published by the Committee of American Shipping 
Lines Serving Essential Foreign Trade Routes, en- 
titled, "What's the Score on American Shipping?" 

Today, some 600 active privately-owned Amerl: 
can ships operate exclusively in foreign trade be- 
tween the U. S. and the rest of the world. That 
is an impressive figure, but the outlook for the fu- 
ture is definitely on the bleak side. More than 800 
freighters and almost 100 passenger ships are on 
order or being built for world trade by other mari- 
time nations. But not one ocean-going passenger or 
cargo ship is being butll for private U. S. ownership, 
and only a handful have been built since the last 
world war. Most of our existing ships will be obso- 
lete in a short span of years. 

What is the ship replacement problem? Ac- 
cording to the Committee, it is two-fold: "First, 
along with other prices shipbuilding costs are in- 
flated. Most shipowners have been unable to ac- 
cumulate sufficient reserves of their own to replace 
their fleets Second, the degree to which gov- 
ernment can participate in shipbuilding through 
making construction equality payments authorized 
under the 1936 Act has become uncertain and con- 
fused." This uncertainty, which has resulted from 
conflicts of policy and interpretation in interested 
government agencies, has made it extremely diffi- 
cult and in many cases impossible to negotiate firm 
contracts for ship construction, 

The Committee thoroughly refutes the idea that 
government payments to the shipping lines have 
guaranteed all expenses plus a profit. The ship- 
owner is not assured a profit — and if his earnings 
permit he must pay back all or part of the govern- 
ment funds advanced to him. The government pay- 
ments have but one purpose: to put the American 
essential foreign trade route operator on a competi- 
tive basis with the merchant fleets of other mari- 
time powers. Our construction, maintenance and 



operating costs • are far higher than those of our 
foreign competitions. The pay, living and working 
standards of our crews are Incomparably the best on 
the high seas. Without government payments suc- 
cessful competition . with the foreign lines would 
manifestly be impossible— and our fleet would 
dwindle nway to nothing. 

The committee proposes a broad positive program 
for American shipping, involving government ship* 
ping Industry cooperation. It asks for the develop- 
ment of a workable formula for the use of govern- 
ment funds In ship construction that will end the 
present uncertainties. Its purpose Is the orderly 
and progressive replacement of cargo and cargo- 
passenger vessels, which would be financed as much 
as possible by private enterprise, and which would 
be constructed so as to permit quick conversion for 
military uses. The Committee clearly feels that quick 
action on this and related problems is necessary.

The average American, according to a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture study, spends 24 per cent of his 
food budget for meat. The meat he gets in return 
for this expenditure supplies 03 per cent of the 
necessary protein, 47 per cent of the necessary food 
iron, 28 per cent of the necessary phosphorus, 42 
per cent of the necessary vitamin Bl, 24 per cent of 
the necessary vitamin B2, 79 per cent of the neces- 
sary niacin and substantial amounts of other B 
vitamins. 

The importance of substantial moat consump- 
tion of mental and physical vigor has been proved 
beyond question in recent years. Much was learned 
during World War H, when it was found that the 
strength and endurance of American fighting men 
resulted in large part from the high meat content 
in the diet adopted by the services. And medical 
studies and experiments have shown that meat' is 
of direct and lasting benefit to people suffering from 
a long list of illnesses — including some that, in past 
days, were believed to require a diet containing lit- 
tle or no meat. 

Almost everyone likes meat — and meat Is good 
for almost everyone. That makes a happy com- 
bination of ciricumstances. 



years ago. Such controversial is- 
sues as the proposed amendment to 
the Judicial Article, Senatorial. re- 
apportionment, truck license legis- 
lation, the Broyles bills, and others 
are still on the agenda. 

The Legislature is much too inde- 
pendent of the executive branch to 
expect clear sailing even of the so- 
called "administration" bills. 

Never theless, "administration" 
bills have a big edge when consid- 
ering what chance a bill has of pas- 
sage. The same may be said of 
bills sponsored by the various code 
departments. Aid to these should 
be added the dozens of bills result- 
ing in mere formal, revisions of the 
statutes .which are prepared by the 
Legislative Reference .Bureau be- 
tween sessions. Such bills arc 
rarely defeated. 

Accordingly, a bill which is not 
supported by the Governor nor any 
department head has far /less thtth 
a 50 per cent chance of passage — 
and much more than a 10 per cent 
chance of being vetoed, even if 
passed, 

But since about half of the bills 
will not even be finally acted upon 
until the last week In June many 
tense moments of anxious waiting 
remain. 

Only one thing Is 100 per cent 
certain — the 68th General Assembly 
will end June 30 at midnight— 
by the clock, that is.

OUR STATE SENATOR 

SAYS 



By State Senator Robert McClory 

Are you worried about a bill 
pending in the Illinois General 
Assembly? There is a less than 
50-50 chance it will be passed, and 
a more than 10 per cent chance 
that, it passed, it will be vetoed. 

These assumptions are based up- 
on a study of what has occurred 
in prior sessions of the state legis- 
lature. For instance, in the 1951 
session a total of 2044 bills were 
introduced out or which 1040 were 
passed. Of this total former Gov- 
ernor Stevenson vetoed 134 meas- 
ures.. 

However, this does not look like 
n record-breaking year for bill in- 
troductions as only about 1300 
measures have been presented so 
far, and but five weeks remain 
until adjournment. Up to the pres- 
ent time less than 150 bills have 
passed both houses. But every- 
thing appears to be on schedule. 
Nevertheless, something might be 
said about a schedule which re- 
sults in the passage of about half 
of a six months lolal of bills in the 
last few days. 

•For instance, in the 1951 session 



only 15 per cent of the bills were 
passed during the five' month per- 
iod between January 1st and June 
1st, although the legislature was 
meeting every week. Then, in the 
last month 85 per cent of the bills 
were passed — 47 per cent during 
the last five days of the session. 
However, this was no record for 
late passage of bills. In the 1921 
session 315 bills out of a total of 361 
for the session were acted upon 
during the last 72 hours before ad- 
journment , 

It appears that the final weeks 
of the 68th Illinois General Assem- 
bly will be equally as hectic as 
those which were experienced two

f)t Are parasite* a very serious 
problem In young calves 7 

A: Ves, They are considerably more 
of a problem In calves than- in older 
animals. 

Q: Which Internal parasites cause 
the most trouble? — , 

A: Nodular or stomncn worms, coe- 
cldla, threadworm,- lungwarms, and 
hookworms. 

Q: How can 
owners tell 11 
calves have such 
parasites? 

A: The calves 
look' unthrifty In 
spite of good ra- 
tion!. Scouring, 
anemia and. loss of weight are other 
symptoms. 

Qt What can fa~*ners do to protect 
young stack against Internal para. 
siteiT 

A: The main steps arc: Drain or 
fence off low wet areas, where para- 
sites arc commonly found. Provide 
clean, fresh drinking water." Avoid 
overstocking pastures. Practice pas- 
ture rotation to break the life cycle 
of parasites. Keep young animals 
away from older stock and contains 
noted pastures. Follow sanitation and 
good feeding practices. 

Q: Is there nny medical treatment? 

A: Yes, but It depends -on the type 
•it Infestation and the condition of 
ihe affected animals, A veterinarian 
can best advlsp what to do. 

Q; What external parasites af'ecl 
young calves? 

A; Insects such as miles, ticks, flics, 
lice and fleas all give trouble. They 
can best be controlled by cleaning up 
and treating infested premises, and 
by using proper insecticides on the 
animals.
